BEN BURNETT KILLS 


HIS FATHER-IN-LAW 


W. T. Klepper is Shot 
in Neck and Dies 
Instantly. 


BIG SLANDER CASE. 


Prominent 
Man and Pretty Girl 
in 


Court in Sensational Trial. 


Last 
Wednesday 
morning about 
7:30 o'clock Ben Burnett shot and 
killed W. T. Klepper near the home 
of Dill Lindsey in the Paradise com­ 
munity. 
Klepper was the father-in- 
law of Burnett* 
It is said that bad 
feelings have existed between 
Mr. 
Klepper and the young man for some 
time. 
Burnett 
married Klepper’s 
daughter about two years ago, bat 
after a few months the couple separa­ 
ted, the girl returning to her father’s 
home. 
Since then, 
it is alleged, 
trouble has been up between Klepper 
and Burnett. 
About six weeks ago 
Klepper and Burnett met in the pub­ 
lic road near the scene of Wednes­ 
day’s tragedy and a serious difficul­ 
ty was averted by Burnett running 
away from Klepper. 
Burnett swore 
out a complaint against Klepper, and 
at the examining trial Burnett exhib­ 
ited a shirt which showed two holes 
near the waist. 
It was alleged that 
Burnett was wearing the shirt at the 
time of the difficulty and that the 
* 
holes were made by bullets from a ri­ 
fle in the hands of Klepper. 
Klep­ 
per was placed under $750 bond, and 
at the time of his death this bond was 
holding good. 
Reports have it that immediately 
after this trouble, Burnett left the 
Paradise country and went down near 
Stephensville, in Erath county, and 
worked in a gin. 
It is further stat­ 
ed that Tuesday night he returned to 
his former home community for the 
purpose of settling up some accounts, 
intending, so runs one report, to 
catch the early 
morning train at 
Paradise and return to his work at 
Stephens Ville, 
Burnett, 
it 
seems, 
went to the home of Dill Lindsey ear­ 
ly Wednesday morning to pay one of 
Lidsey’s boys an account he (Bur­ 
nett) owed the boy. 
While talking 
near the lot gate, it is reported, the 
Lindsey boy looked up the road and 
saw Mr. Klepper and his son driving 
in a bnggy down the road toward 
them. 
As Lindsey spoke to Burnett 
about the approach of the Kleppers, 
the men stopped their buggy and got 
out. 
Immediately the shooting com­ 
menced. 
Some six or seven shots 
were fired, and when the smoke lifted 
and a stop had been put to the light 
by young Lindsey. Mr. Klepper was 
dead. shot through the neck. Burnett 
immediately following the shooting 
started for Decatur for the purpose of 
surrendering to the officers. 
He car­ 
ried a 32-Winchester. 
It is stated 
that the Kleppers, father and son, 
had two Winchesters and a shot gun. 
Lindsey was the only witness to the 
affair and it is understood that he 
he says he is not positive as to who 
fired the first shot; that two shots 
were fired before he reached 
the 
house. 
Burnett was given an examining 
tidal before 'Squire Greer yesterday 
afternoon. 
His bond was set at $L\- 
500, which was readily given.
